In claim 4, line 2, a comma, was inserted after "withdrawal transaction". 
In claim 4, line 14, "said second process" was changed to -said second 
transaction--. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art, US5, 905,908 to Wagner discloses a first transaction over a private 
line (see for example Col. 6, line 63 through Col. 7, line 35), a second transaction over 
the Internet, and a controller (i.e., "command") for controlling to perform the first and 
second transactions (See for example Col. 6, lines 17-36). 

Wagner lacks the teaching of an operating unit for enabling the user to select 
either said first transaction or said second transaction; and further lacks the specifics of 
the encryption including generating an encryption key, sending the encryption key to the 
first data processing device, sending encrypted data to the second data processing 
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device, and causing the second data processing device to send the encrypted data to 
the first data processing device. 

The prior art, EP081 3325A2 discloses a use of an open line and a private line but 
lacks the teaching of a first and second transaction, an operating unit for enabling the 
user to select either the first transaction or the second transaction; and further lacks the 
specifics of the encryption including generating an encryption key, sending the 
encryption key to the first data processing device, sending encrypted data to the second 
data processing device, and causing the second data processing device to send the 
encrypted data to the first data processing device. 

The prior art to Bloom entitled "First Virtual goes off-line to secure on-line 
payments" discloses the use of an open line and a private line as well as a first and 
second transaction; but the reference lacks an operating unit for enabling the user to 
select either the first transaction or the second transaction; and further lacks the 
specifics of the encryption including generating an encryption key, sending the 
encryption key to the first data processing device, sending encrypted data to the second 
data processing device, and causing the second data processing device to send the 
encrypted data to the first data processing device. 

The limitations lacking in the prior art, in combination with the other limitations 
clearly claimed in the application for patent, are novel and unobvious.
